Fire postpones family’s dream

SHOSHONE - The frozen, smoldering 
remains of Henson's Market in Shoshone 
arc all that remained Friday of one family’s 
dream of the good life in Lincoln County. 

But the ashes left by the Thanksgiving 
Day fire that burned three buildings and 
threatened City Half also contain the 
promise of a "new start, store owner James 
Henson said from his home in Richfield. 

An investigator, from the state fire 
marshal’s office in Boise will be in 
Shoshone today to look for what caused the 
107-year-old brick and stone building to 
catch fire. . .. . : 

“WCI1 probably rebuild." said' Henson, 
although he isn’t sure if his new store will 
be in the same spot. "We’ll cross that 
bridge when we get to it." 

Henson. 55. and his wife, Elaine, along 
with thcir.four grown children and 1 1 
grandchildren moved to Richfield last year 
from San Diego in search of n quieter life. 

"We were tired of the rat race,” said 
Henson, who grew up in Gooding. IJe and 
his son, Mitch, bought the Farmer’s Market 
at the comer of South Apple and Rail Street 
18 months ago. They also owned the 
adjacent watermaster’s office and the coin- 
operuted laundry that were destroyed. 

The flames, started in the grocery store, 
and were first noticed just before 7 p.m. by 
the Rev. Don Pearce, pastor of the 
Assembly of God Church. He couldn't find 
a fire alarm, or a firefighter until lie spotted 
volunteer fireman Mike Reynolds across 
the street from the store. 

Soon there were firefighters from 
Gooding, Shoshone and Richfield battling 
the flames, which threatened to damage 
City Hall and the library on the west side of 
the store. 

Irish reject 
abortion 
measure, 2-1

LONDON — Irish voters rejected a 
measure allowing abortion to save the life 
of u mo tliA by a decisive margin of about 
2-1, as jhe counting from Wednesday’s 
national election went into a second day 
Friday, . 

However, results showed two other 
abortion-related amendments to the 
constitution passed by similarly lopsided 
margins: The voters decided to permit 
abortion information to be circulated in 
Ireland and to allow Irish women to leave 
the country for abortions elsewhere. 

"I don't think the electorate has 
addressed the fundamental issue," said one 
political commentator of the contrasting 
votes. “This simply nifuns that abortion 
can be legally exported.” 

On the abortion issue, both pro-life and 
p'ro-choicc forces claimed victory. 

Dr. Berry ICicly, a leading foe of 
abortion, declared: “I am delighted that the 
people have shown they don't want 
abortion in this country."

Quagmire in Somalia? 

U.S. troops, could wind up in long-term conflict

WASHINGTON — Committing the 
U.S. military to aid the starving people of 
Somalia likely would lead to American 
casualties and drag on for years, several 
U.S. experts -on African and military affairs 
said Friday. 

"If people think we’re going to be able 
to go into Somalia for 10 weeks and then 
go home, ihey’re wrong," said Terrence 
Lyons, an African scholar at the Bookings ' 
Institution. “After the forces leave, it 
would revert to where we were before, 
with nothing in the long term being 
accomplished." 

Such a campaign "will certainly outlast 
Clinton’s first term," Lyons said, referring 
to President-elect Bill Clinton whose tenn 
will be up in 1996. 

“People are likely to get killed, and U.S. 
forces are likely to find themselves 
needing to shoot back." said Edwin Dorn, 
a former Army officer and an expert on 
Africa.

Welcome hints at power grab ideas

MOGADISHU. Somalia* — A 
powerful warlord, apparently seeking to 
strengthen his own hand in Somalia’s 
eivil war. on Friday welcomed a U.S. 
offer to send 30,000 troops to help 
deliver aid to Somalia’s hungry. •' 

The troop-deployment proposal was 
being weighed Friday at the United 
Nations, where Secretary-General' 
Boutros Boutros-Ghali was meeting with 
senior officials. But it was not known 
when he would make his decision on the 
U.S. offer and make a recommendation 
to the Security Council.

.U.N. -U.S. military activity would be 


necessary to protect relief supplies in 
Somalia, and the Pentagon suid three 
Marine amphibious ships were headed 
toward the Persian Gulf region. 

International experts who have been 
advising the United Nations say more 
troops ire needed to- deliver food, to the 
hungry.

Oregon senator says he’ll get help for alcohol use

"T realize I ; have problems and witl 
seek professional advice in 
connection with my use of alcohol,"

"If I take the proper steps I hope my 
past conduct is not unforgivable," 
Packwood said in.thc statement. 

Two of the women who accused the 
senator of unwanted advances were 
dissatisfied with Packwood’s 
comments and called on him to 
resign. 

The statement “appears to be an 
attenipt to blame his behavior on 
alcohol," but "in the situation 1 was 
in, there was no alcohol involved," 
said Julie Williamson of Portland. 


Williamson was a Packwood staff 
member in 1969 when the senator 
allegedly grabbed at her clothes, 
pulled on her ponytail and stood on 
her toes, but was unable to get her 
girdle off at his Portland, Ore,, office. 

Another of the 10 women, Maura 
Roche, said alcohol “may have been a 
factor" in her case, in which 
■Packwoo'd allegedly pulled out a 
binder and rcad|Scveral sexually 
explicit jokes to her while working in 
the office one evening in 1989. 


Roche said “1 do not think that 
somebody who behaves this way 
deserves to hold 1 the office that he 
has." Williamson said: “1 would like 
to see Bob Packwood removed from a 
position where he can harm women.” 
Packwood also said he will 
cooperate with any Senate Ethics 
Committee investigation of tlii 
matter. 

Matt Evans, a spokesman for 
Packwood. said the senator will be 
evaluated by medical professionals.

Woman fights back 
to stop carjacking 


BIG BEAR LAKE, Calif. (AP) 
— A big-aftershock to June’s dead- 
ly twin quakes sent rocks, dishes 
and a chimney tumbling Friday, but 
no injuries were reported and Cali- 
fornians carried on with shopping 
and holiday weekend play. 

The morning quake in this moun- 
tain resort measured 5.4 on the 
Richter scale, authorities said. It 
was felt strongly in Los Angeles, 
75 miles west of the epicenter, and 
south to San Diego County.- 
But at Snow Summit ski resort. 

. across Big Bear. Lake from the epi- 
center, there were no reports that 
earlybird skiers on the manmade 
snow even realized there had been 
a quake, although people in build- 
ings ■ were shaken up, said 
spokeswoman Carrie Shirrcffs. 

“The people in the. chair lifts 
didn’t notice a thing. I mean, you 
have a little bit of a bounce sitting 
there anyway,” she said. 

Southern Californians shrugged 
off the episode elsewhere. Shop- 
pers lined up outside Bullock’s at 
the South Coast Plaza in Costa.

Mesa looked nervously about as 
the ground-rolled under their feet, 
but eagerly poured into the depart- 
ment store as it opened a minute 
later. 

The June 28 twin quakes that 
rocked Landers and Big BeuThoiirs 
apart measured 7.5 and 6.6 in mag- 
nitude.

The Richter stale is a measure of 
the ground motion recorded on n 
seismograph. Every increase in one 
number, from magnitude '5 to mag- 
nitude 6, for instance, means the 
quake is roughly 10 times stronger. 

The earthquake that hit Northern 
California on Oct. 1 7, - 1 989,.rcgis- 
fered 7.1 and claimed 68 lives, in- 
cluding 42 who perished when a 
*.frccway collapsed in Oakland.

\flcd with liv e other m an. Stem was 
not injured but her car was dam- 
aged, Brock said. 

"It was my car against theirs and 
1 was only thinking obout what I 
was going to do next," Stem was 
quoted as saying in today's Ncws- 
ddy.

More pregnant teen-agers 
decide against abortions 


ATLANTA (AP) — Pregnant girls 
younger than 15 arc increasingly opting 
to have their babies rather than abor- 
tions, federal health officials reported 
Friday. 

About 900 teens younger than 15 had 
abortions per 1,000 live birthsJq 1989, 
(lie Ccntcre, for Disease Control god Pre- 
vention ieported It was the lowest abor- 
tion rate Tor that age group since 1974, 
when girls younger than 15 had slightly 
less than 1,200 abortions per 1,000 live 
births. 

"It would be safe to say that an in- 
creasing number of them arc opting ci- 
' tlicr to keep the child or to have the 
child and make it available for adop- 
tion," said CDC spokesman Bob 
, Howard. 

Wonten over 35 have the second- 
highest rate of abortions after girls 
younger than 15 but they, too, arc in- 
creasingly more likely to have their ba- 


bies titan to have an abortion, according 
to the CDC's annual report on abortion. 

Researchers attributed that trend to 
better prenatal medical tests that make 
older women more confident of deliver- 
ing healthy babies, 

The number of legal abortions in- 
creased slightly from 1.3 million a year 
in 1980 to 1.4 million a year in 1989, the 
latest year for which statistics arc avail- 
able. But the ratio of abortions to live 
births — 346 to 1,000 — has remained, 
virtually the same. 

Among other findings, of women 
having abortions, the percentage of un- 
married women increased from 70 per- 
cent in 1972 to 80 percent in 1984 and 
has stayed the same since. 

Jn 1972, 24 women died from legal 
abortions and 39 from illegal ones. In 
1987, the latest year death statistics were 
available, six women died from legal 
abortions and two from illegal ones. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 
1,800 U.S. Marines whose ships in 
the Indian Ocean may be diverted 
to Somalia arc a quick-strike force 
equipped with tanks, attack heli- 
copters and artillery. 

For now, they’re on a routine 
readiness mission that U.S. Marines 
Jtuve been carrying out iq the Per- 
sian Gulf region since the end of 
Operation Desert Storm. Most of 
the 1,800 arc from the 15th Marine 
Expeditionary Unit based in Cump 
Pendleton. Calif. 

Known as the Special Purpose 
Marine Air-Ground Task Force, 
they could become a spearhead of 
U.S. troops sent to Somalia — if 
U.N. SccrctaryrGcnernl Boutros 
Boutros-Ghali accepts the Bush ad- 
ministration’s offer to dispatch as 
many as 30,000 soldiers there. 

It was not known when Boutros- 
Ghali would decide on the U.S. of- 
fer and make a recommendation to 
the Security Council, which was 
meeting Friday afternoon. 

If the Marines are sent to Soma- 
lia, they would be “well-suited to 
the task because it has special oper-

That triggered a 
section of the law that puts a draft 
version of the rules into elTcct. 

On Friday, the FDA published a 
notice saying that the draft rules 
were taking effect next May. But the 
agency added that it expected these 
rules would be replaced "in the near 
future."

Gays fight 
for rights 
in Arizona

From his office in a_ small town in 
Oregon, Scott Lively says he can see a 
political storm brewing ‘in Arizona and • 
other states. 

It is not over abortion rights or a Mar- 
tin Luther King JrTHolidny. 

Instead, it involves the volatile issue 
of gay rights and promises to pit the re-' 
ligious right and gay rights activists in 
political combat. 

“This is going to bo the issue of the 
'90s, and we're going to "in it. People 
are fed up." said Lively, communica- ! 
lions director for the Oregon Citizens 1 
Alliance, a group that led an unsuccess- 
ful fight to pass a tough anti-gay rights 
measure in that state. 

While the Oregon measure was de- 
feated this month, a less restrictive anti- 
gay rights law was approved by voters 
in Colorado. 

An^i aclivists.on both sides are brac- 
ing for an explosion of ballot measures 
modeled after the Colorado proposition. 

"By the end of the next election cy- 
cle, you’ll sec measures like this in the 
majority of the stales,” Lively said in a 
telephone interview from' Wilsonvillc, 
Ore., a subuib of Portland. 

— Peter Cro&ir.-cxcculive-coordinatijr— 
of Arizona’s Gay and Lesbian Public 
Awareness Project, said: "Obviously, 
we know this is something that can hap- 
pen here, given the conservative climate 
of Arizona. 

“We are hoping that it won’t come to 
that." 

While it may be loo early to tell 
whether Arizona voters will have to 
grapple with an anti-gay rights proposi- 
tion. a move is under way to explore 
such an effort. 

Lively said his organization has re- 
ceived calls from Arizona seeking ad- 
vice on setting up a ballot proposition. 

Also, u national conservative lobby- 
ing group, the Traditional Values Coali- 
tion. is promising to lend support to ac- 
tivists in Arizona and other states seek-.J 
ing to lake up the fight against gay 
rights laws. 

"You’re going to see an increasing 
amount of activity on the isstie," said 
Steve Sheldon, the group’s political di- 
rector. Sheldon's father and the group's 
president, the Rev. Lou Sheldon, served 
as an adviser to the Hush campaign on 
social issues. 

While the Traditional Values Coali- 
tion is based in Anaheim, its hoard 
chairman. Herb Lei. lives in Prescott 
and the group is trying to organize in 
Arizona on a grass-roots level. 

"1 know quite a few people 
Phoenix." Steve Sheldon said. "I 
strongly support what they're doing." 

. I le Sheldon and other supporters of 
• measures like the one passed in Col- 
orado contend they are not trying to de- 
prive homosexuals of their rights, but 
say they want to avoid giving gays and, 
lesbians "special-status" based on sexu- 
al orientation. 

Gay activists say the effort is fueled 
by hatred and bigotry, and represents 
the religious right's latest effort to seize 
political power. 

The Colorado measure, approved by 
voters 5347 percent, alters the state's 
constitution and repeals all laws protect- 
ing gays and lesbians from discrimina- 
tion.

Up to 24 young offenders have been held in the $1.2 million building 
and director Allan Fricscn said there is a risk the state could take action 
against the county because of overcrowding. 

“It’s the weekends that are killing as,” Fricscn said. ’Tin in the middle 
because the state said don't go over 18 kids and the judge is telling us we 
are the housing: that’s your problem." 

Fricscn said 17 staff members, including two-full time teachers, barely 
covers the state-required 6-to-l ratio between delinquents and staffers.

Cattlemen profit 
by subleasing land

ranchers have fought hard to keep 
Congress from raising the fees they 
pay to graze privately owned cattle 
on public land. 

But officials say some ranchers 
are improperly subleasing their fed- 
eral grazing allotments for up lo 
seven times what they pay the gov- 
ernment. 

Bob Collett of Orcana. new presi- 
dent of the Idaho Cattle Association, 
says that puls livcstockmcn-in a bad 
position to preserve the current for- 
mula used to set grazing fees. 

“It docs make il look bad when 
you're saying 'Hey, we’re paying 
too much for this,' " said Collett 
said. 

A formula, in part based on cattle 
prices, currently sets federal grazing • 
fees at $1.92 per animal-unit month, 
or the amount of grass needed to 
feed a calf and cow for a month. 

Bureau of Land Management Di- 
rector Cy Jamison called the sub- 
leasing practice unethical. He said in 
a September letter to leaseholders 
some ranchers are subleasing land 
they lease from the public at less 
than $2 per animal unit for $10 to 
S 1 2 per unit and in one case S 1 5. 

"This is particularly reprehensible 
when permittees lake advantage of 
neighbors who arc already experi- 
encing hardship because of drought 


Idaho Falls BLM District records 
show that at least three cases of ille- 
gal subleasing have been found lo- 
cally. In one case last year, Sid Jen- 
son of Roberts paid another rancher 
$10 per AUM lo run 77 cattle on 
federal land in Island Park. 

He said he was unaware it was not 
allowed or that the land was federal. 
"The pasture was good," he said. "I 
stand to pay $10 to $14 a unit on 
good pasture." 

Jenson said he didn't feel cheated. 
"It would be nice to graze at the 
lower rate but everybody doesn’t, 
have BLM ground," he said. 

The other rancher. Waid 
Sloncbcrg, Tcrretbn, paid the BLM 
$618 as a settlement fee for the prof- 
it he made on leasing the allotment. 

Preventing illegal subleasing is 
not easy. BLM officials said. The 
law allows ranchers to lease an en- 
tire grazing operation, including pri- 
vate and federal lands if the federal 
permittee “owns or controls" the 
livestock. 

That leaves a gray area that makes 
enforcement difficult if ranchers 
write a management agreement that 
is approved by the BLM. Jamison 
said in his Sept. 9 letter BLM is con- 
sidering changing the rules so per- 
niitccs must own and control live- 
stock on tRcir allotment.

"We want lo meet with Medicaid 
officials before any further work is 
done on litigation." said Steve Mil- 
lard, president of the Idaho Hospital 
Association. 

Where tunl how cuts would be 
niade is uncertain. However. Gov. 
Cecil Andrus has said hospitals and 
nursing homes are among targets for 
a "minor" reduction. 

By Monday, the state Department 
of Health and Welfare - which runs 
Medicaid — hopes to give Andrus a 
plan for possible cuts. 

Reductions arc necessary. Andrus 
has said, to make up a projected $14 
million shortfall in slate funding for 
Medicaid, a public health - insurance 
program for more than 70.000 pour 
and disabled Idahoans. 

Cuts in hospital reimbursements 
for Medicaid patients could mean 
bigger hospital bills for all patients. 
And taxpayers will foot the bill if the 
state is forced to defend itself in 
court. 

So far. there is no threat of suit, 
said Michael DeAngelo. deputy attor- 
ney general for Health and Welfare. 

In some states, attempts to reduce 
the' amount of money hospitals -gcr 
for treating Medicaid patients have 
resulted in multimil I ion-dollar, 

“Boren Amendment" lawsuits. 

The lawsuits, filed by the nursing- 
home or hospital industries against 
state Medicaid programs, allege vio- 
lations of the Boren Amendment to 
the federal Social Security Act.

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Venezuelan rebels attempt second coup of ‘corrupt’ government 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — 
Rebels tried to overthrow President 
Carlo's Andres Perez for the second 
time this year Friday, claiming to act 
on behalf of the growing legions of 
poor in this oil-rich nation wracked 
by corruption. 

At least 10 people died in the up- 
rising when rebels, flying comman- 
deered warplanes, attacked the presi- 
dential palace, and a military base 
that is home to the air force com- 
mand. 

Twelve hours after the insurrection 
began. Interior Minister Luis Pincrua 

Government 
bans group 
of neo-Nazis 

BONN, Germany (AP) — The gov- 
ernment on Friday cracked down on 
Germany’s growing neo-Nazi threat 
by banning a right-wing extremist 
group called the Nationalistic Front. 

Interior Minister Rudolf Scitcrs said 
the ban on the group was effective im- 
mediately. Afterwards, police 
searched more than 40 houses of lead- 
ing members of the Nationalistic Front 
in eight states, including North Rhine* 
Westphalia, where the group is based. 

The action came as thousands of 
mourners held a memorial service in 
Hamburg for three Turks killed Mon- 
day in a firebomb attack on their 
home. The attack has been linked to • 
Germany’s resurgent right-wing. 

Sixteen people have been killed in 
nearly 1,800 right-wing attacks in Ger- 
many this year. 

“We don’t want old Nazis, and wc 
don’t want new Nazis. Wc don’t wunt 
any kind of Nazis. We want democra- ' 
cy,” Labor Minister Norbert Bluem 
said in an emotional address outside 
Hamburg’s mosque. 

Foreign Minister Klaus Kinkcl also 
attended the memorial and a rally later 
in front of Hamburg’s city hall, where 
he was booed by some in the crowd 
that had swelled to 20,000. Several 
"eggs were tossed at him, but missed. 

An official at the federal criminal 
police, Germany’s equivalent of the 
FBI, said the Nationalistic Front was 
banned "strictly because of its political 
philosophy." 

Federal prosecutors said there was 
no link between the Nationalistic Front 
and Monday’s attack that killed the 
three ethnic Turks. 

However, Ute federal prosecutor’s 
office in March said it was investigat- 
ing Nationalistic Front leader Meinolf 
Schoenbom and 13 other members for 
founding a “right-wing terroristic or- 
ganization." 

According to the 1991 report from 
the Office for the Protection of the 
Constitution, Germany’s anti-terror- 
ism unit, the Nationalistic Front had 
about 130membcis. 

Scitcrs notified Schoenbom that the 
Nationalistic Front was- immediately 
dissolved and that its properties would 
be confiscated. 

Legislature set 
for showdown 
against Yeltsin 

MOSCOW (AP) — Russian law- 
makers set the stage Friday for a 
showdown with President Boris 
Yeltsin in the full parliament next 
week, snubbing his government’s 
economic reform plan and demanding 
a vote on the prime minister. 

Acting Prime Minister Yegor 
Gaidar told reporters the government 
was ready for the parliamentary duel: 
“This is the last battle for those who 
want to reverse Russia’s course." 

The tough words locked Yeltsin’s 
government on a collision course with 
the Congress of People’s Dcputks — 
the nation’s top legislative fiiidy. 
which convenes Tuesday nVthc 
Krcnjlim 

Last-minute maneuvering was still 
possible. Congress factions planned to 
huddle in the next two days to work 
out strategics. Yeltsin’s spokesman 
hqs not ruled out further minor Cabi- 
net changes before the session. 

Fire guts historic 
Hofburg Palace 

VIENNA, Austria (AP) — Fire 
swept through a historic wing of the 
Hofburg Palace on Friday as police, 
historians and passosby rushed to res- 
cue priceless books, crown treasures 
and the city’s famous Lipizzancr hors- 
es. 

Flames flared into the night sky when 
' the roof collapsed an hour after fire- 
fighters anived. Gusts of wind spread 
the bhuc to adjacent buildings but fire- 
men quickly doused those flames. 

Worried grooms chased 69 Lipizzan- 
ers out of their stables across the street 
although they were never directly 
threatened by the blaze. 1 

Dozehs of passcisby caught the 
reigns of the skittish white stallions as 
they scampered through the pedestrian 
zone and led them to a park on the Hof- 
burg grounds. One woman had her 
teeth knocked out by on agitated horse.

Friday’s coup attempt was an- 
nounced around midnight after 
rebels, said to be a union of leftists 
and disaffected military officers, 
seized a television station and key 
airfield. 

Rebel bombs blasted a 20-yard- 
wide hole in the front of the white, 
colonial-style Miraflorcs palace, and 


left craters in surrounding streets. 
Smoke billowed from the capital 
near the palace and at nearby La Car- 
lota air base, where rebel aircraft 
strafed government fighter planes on 
the tarmac. 

Battling- forces shut down major 
thoroughfares in Caracas, and the 
few buses that operated in the capital 
were mobbed by frantic residents. 

Among the dead were presidential 
guards and intelligence officer*, ac- 
cording to the government news 
agency Venprcs. About ' 1 00 rebel 
soldiers were arrested, Venprcs said. 


Constitutional guarantees were 
suspended in an effort to put down, 
the rebellion in South America’s 
longest-enduring democracy- A 6 
p.m. to JS a.m. curfew was an- 
nounced. 

Perez, who declared the situation 
under control several times through- 
out the day, was unable to deliver a 
planned address to the nation be- 
cause of problems putting together a 
television hookup. 

In a statement distributed, to re- 
porters,- Perez blamed two leftist 
groups and rebellious officers for the 


coup attempt. Some of the renegade 
soldiers participated in the February 
attempt, he said. 

/V videotape broadcast by the 
rebels, who called themselves the 
tfolivarian Revolutionary Movement 
200, criticized Perez for not institut- 
ing a viable democracy and steward- 
ing an economic program that has 
not served the country’s poor. 

Lt. Col. Hugo Chavez, the jailed 
leader of the February coup attempt, 
said in the tape that he sought “real 
democracy." Jlic rebels, he -_said, 
"guarantee real democratic rule."

City honors man for helping troubled 
youth, opening ranch, home for boys

JEROME - The Jerome man who 
founded the Idaho Youth Ranch was 
recently honored by city officials. 

Thomas Mahan, 74, served on the 
Board of Directors of the ranch for 
40 years after he started the group to 
help delinquent and needy youth 
with the Rev. James R. Crowe. 

"1 was there when it all began," 
Mahan said. 

As a member of the board, Mahan 
has served without pay. 

“I never wanted nor received a 
dime from the ranch," he said. 

Mike Jones, who directs the 
ranch’s operations that now serves 
35 youth, said Mahan’s hard work 
served as inspiration to many. 

“He’s done so much for so 


many," Jones said. "If it wasn't for 
Tom and a few other key people, 
the Idaho Youth Ranch wouldn’t 
exist today. It is through their 
courage and perseverance that it 
survived.” 

Mahan said the ranch started after 
Crowe took one troubled boy home 
one day. 

"Crowe was an ambitious 
Methodist Chaplain, but he had no 
money," Mahan recalled. "But -he 
was always on the alert for boys in 
trouble. 

"One time he found out there was 
a very young boy, who had crossed 
the law in the Jerome jail. Rev. 
Crowe went down there and got the 
boy oqt and took him home to live. 
That was the beginning of what is 
now the Idaho Youth Ranch." 

A Federal law authorized the 


Idaho Youth Ranch, Inc. to 
purchase 2,500 acres of sagebrush 
land 10. miles north of Rupert, 
Mahan said. The first payment was 
deferred for five years, then the 
organization paid $2,500 a year for 
25 years, he said. 

After Crowe closed the deal, he 
asked Mahan, a CPA, to handle' the 
ranch’s financial affairs. 

Today, the ranch operates another 
home. Emancipation House in 
Boise, that houses up to nine boys, 
an adoption agency and a substance 
abuse home in Cocur D’Alene. 

The organization receives about 
50 percent of operating costs from 
contracts with the Department of 
Health and Welfare. 

The other 50 percent comes from 
the nine thrift stores in Idaho, plus 
donors and memorials. 


Boise ski hill celebrates 50 th anniversary 


BOISE (AP) — Skiers have better 
equipment, they don’t have to catch 
a tow bar or poma lift to the top, and 
the road from Boise to Bogus Basin 
Ski Area is paved. 

The family ski hill is celebrating 
its 50th anniversary, with a portable 
snow-making system to ensure the 
runs arc all covered. 

Once -a destination mainly for a 
hearty band of ski enthusiasts who 
braved a one-lane dirt road and 
hiked up. the slopes, getting to Bogus 
Basin no longer requires that much 
effort. 

Alongside energetic 

schoolchildren, and older and wiser 
skiers, Thursday was Emery Conner. 
He is one of the dozen or so souls 
who have trekked to the resort since 
its beginning. • — ‘ 

"The road is about twice as wide 
as it used to be, and it wasn’t paved. 
In the springtime when the frost 
would go out, you had one track you 
had to stay in and you struck bottom 
the whole time,” he recalled. 


Sometimes the trip took three 
hours. And without high-speed 
chairlifts, it was still slow-going 
once skiers reached the area. 

“When I started, we walked up," 
Conner said. “If wc walked real 
hard, wc got two runs a day. 
Normally, you got one." 

Thursday, he made 10 runs. 

Conner, 67, makes about 70 trips 
to Bogus Basin each year and has 
spent his winters skiing there for a 
half-century. 

"The thrill and challenges arc 
there every time," he said. “Skiing is 
hot like some things that arc always 
the same. The snow changes, the 
weather changes. Every day is a 
different day." 

The primitive road, lodge and lifts 
have been vastly improved. But one 
of its advantages, Grace Sabala says, 
is that Bogus is not always crowded 
like many resorts. 

A ski instructor now, 7 1 -year-old 
Sabala has been skiing for four 
decades. She has been a regular at 


Bogus Basin since 1965. Although- 
the smell of homemade cherry 
cobbler does not waft through the 
lodge anymore, Sabala said the 
resort is still pretty much family- 
oriented. 

Long-timers are hopeful about the 
prospects of more snow this season 
than in recent years. All six chairlifts 
will be operating Saturday. 

"It is excellent right now,” Conner 
said. “For the opening weekend, it’s 
as good as you’ll ever see." 

Resort general manager Mike 
Shirley is hoping for the good snow 
conditions to continue so the 50th 
season can be the one that breaks 
Idaho's six years of 'drought. An 
anniversary celebration is scheduled 
for the weekend of Jan. 30. 

“The enthusiasm of the skiing 
public, and our employees, is 
running very high for this season. 
It’s time to get back to skiing after 
too long a drought, and we arc really 
optimistic about being able to serve 
that need," he said. 


Film studio employees that say rescue was 
priceless could end up footing saving bill 


HONOLULU (AP) — Two 
Paramount Pictures employees 
plucked from the. fiery mouth of 
Kilauca Volcano were just happy lo 
be alive Friday. 

Officials'were less than thrilled 
over how much it cost to save them. 

Authorities said the three-day, 
two-night rescue mission, estimated 
to have cost tens of thousands of 
dollars, may have been the most 
expensive rescue ever launched on 
Hawaii Island, the state’s “Big 
Island." They were lookiWg into 
whether Paramount could be made 
to pay the bill. U.- 

A Paramount official defended 
the company’s actions. 

Paramount cameraman Michael 
Benson, 49, and film technician 
Chris Duddy, 31, were trapped in 
the active volcano along with 
helicopter pilot Craig Hosking when 
their helicopter crashed inside the 
volcano’s Pu‘u O u vent Nov. 21 at 
Hawaii Volcanoes National Park. 

Hosking was rescued promptly, 
but Duddy spent one night in the 
volcano’s vent before crawling out 
to help Sunday. Benson was pulled 
out Monday in a net dropped from a 
rescue helicopter. 

The two men, who were briefly 
hospitalized, said Friday they 
thought they would die in the 
volcano. 

"The last night 1 heard and saw 
every face of every person I’ve ever 
known,” said Benson, who spent 
two nights on a narrow perch 60 
feet below the rim of the 600-foot 
high cinder dome. He spoke in a 
whisper because of laryngitis 
caused by volcanic fumes. 

“Everyone told me I’m a fighter 
and would survive," he said of his 
wife, Stephanie; his two grown 
children; and his brothers. 

Duddy said thoughts of his 
children, ages 7 and 5, hjs parents 
and girlfriend gave him courage to 
scale the sheer rock face Sunday so 
that he could be rescued. 

“I kind of started to panic ... I 
didn’t want to die in there,” he said. 
“I wanted to die being an old man 
with my family around." 

Benson said that during his ordeal 
he spoke defiantly to Pclc, the 
Hawaiian volcano goddess, who 
appeared to him in a rock 
formation. 

“It was absolutely her. 1 wasn’t 
hallucinating,” he said. "It was just 
like being in the movies." 

The Federal Aviation 
Administration is investigating the 
cause of the accident. 

Duddy and Benson praised 
Hosking’s piloting and said he 
wasn’t taking risks when the craft 
went down as they were shooting 
scenes for a movie. 

Hawaiian officials, meanwhile 
grumbled about the operation. 

"I think they were negligent for 
going into the pit,” Hawaii County 
Fire Chief Daniel Ayala said Inst 
week. 

Officials said at least three 
helicopters, including two 


belonging to the county, will need 
repairs because volcanic gases got 
into their engines. 

Overhauling an engine can cost 
about S80.000 and replacing it 
about SI 50,000, said Perry Brown, 
an insurance inspector. 

Damage to other equipment, as 
well as overtime pay, will add at 
least another S30.000 to the bill, 
Ayala said. He said he would ask 
the county attorney if Paramount 
can be billed. 

Park Superintendent Hugo 
Huntzingcr said a decision to bill 
Paramount would be made in 
Washington. 

Don Shearer of Maui, owner of 
another rescue helicopter, said 
Paramount has already agreed to 
reimburse him for S85.000 in 
repairs. 


Paramount liability expert Don 
Levy couldn’t be reached at his 
California office Friday. But last 
week he defended the company’s 
actions. 

“Nothing is done without careful 
planning and consideration in 
advance," he said. 

Kilauca Volcano has been 
erupting for nearly 10 yqars and the 
Pulu O’o vent has been the scene of 
some of the most dramatic 
founlaining. There has been no 
active lava flow in the vent since 
1986, but a pool of lava glows in a 
120-foot deep pit on one side of the 
crater floor. 

More recently, volcanic activity 
has shifted to a new vent to the 
west, which is producing a 6-milc- 
long lava flow that is pouring into 
the ocean at Kamoamoa.

City says pollution not caused by dust 

POCATELLO — City officials think it's pretty funny that the federal 
Environmental Protection Agency, in a new study, pointed to dust 
generated from sand used on downtown streets as a contributing source of 
air pollution. 

The city doesn’t use sand. It uses salt. 

" ’"What u'crock," said Curf NcVillc, streeti, , 'sUperintendent:'“Il , S'prctty - 
obvious EPA hasn’t done their homework because wc don’t use sand in 
the downtown. It's straight salt." 

The EPA, said Mayor Peter Angstndt, has not taken a close enough look 
at smog problems, particularly if the agency contends road dust and home 
heating smoke create more of a problem than emissions from local 
phosphate plants. 

"It’s way tod-early in the game to say anything about a particular cause 
or point a finger at any one thing,” said Angstndt. "Besides, no one from 
EPA has asked for specific information about our conditions here.” 

Processing plant changes ownership 

IDAHO FALLS — After nearly four decades, the Idaho Chemical 
Processing Plant at the Idaho National Engineering Laboratory has 
' moved from part of the defense - system to the government's waste 
■ management and cleanup division. 

But even with hew ownership in the Department of Energy 
bureaucracy, plant workers arc unlikely to notice the difference. Work 
at the plant isn’t going to change. 

"It doesn’t really mean anything to J4ic plant workers or the 
everyday operations,” INEL spokesman Brad Bugger said. 

For more than 35 years, the Chem Plant reprocessed spent nuclear 
. fuel, mostly from the U.S. Navy’s submarines and warships. That 
recovered more than SI billion worth of enriched uranium, which .was 
used ot other DOE defense sites.

Judge favors business in tax assessment case 

County must reappraise Finish Line Inc. property, comply with statute

BURLEY - Ruling that Minidoka County is 
not in compliance with Idaho Code regarding 
property appraisals for taxing purposes, a 5ih 
District Court judge has ordered the county 
assessor’s office to reappraise a Rupert business 
and begin complying witli the statute:' 

Judge George Granata Jr., in a ruling handed 
down earlier this week, found in favor of the 
owners of the Finish Line, a car wash and oil 
lube business at Second and F streets. 

Owners Dean Condie and 'Stan Buckley bad 
filed suit against the county, claiming Assessor 
Max Vaugbn “failed to appraise and determine 
the market value.of the property of Finish Line 
Inc. in the manner required by law.” according 
to court documents. 

The county this year valued the property at 
$U6'.0|0. up from the previous year’s 
SI 13.867. documents show. 

On three- occasions. Buckley said, the 
business owners unsuccessfully complained 
about the county's method of appraisal before 
the county Board of Equalization. They also 
petitioned the assessor’s office three times, 
asking for. but not getting, reappraisals. 

In appraising properly for tax purposes, state 
statute requires county assessors to use three 
methods of appraisal: the market approach, the 
cost approach and the income approach. 

The Finish Line owners argued that the 
county, incorrectly, used only the cost approach 
in appraising their improved property. 

Granata agreed, writing th^t “the defendants

valuation of the plaintiff’s properly, using a cost 
approach only, is noi proper where there is 
substantial evidence to show (hat this approach 
did not establish a market value in line with the 
market value of similar properties. 

"The defendant has sufficient iiifurmaiiuii 
available to him to value the plaintiff's propeity 
on an income' or market value approach." 

In addition. Granata ruled that the assessor's, 
office has not complied with the provisions of 
Idaho Code requiring complete appraisals every 
five years of ail property within Minidoka 
County and. the appraisals’ annual indcxii|g.’ 
The county must begin compliance 
immediately, he wrote. 

In a five-year appraisal plan sent Feb. 5 by 
Vaughn to Robert B. Hodge, commissioner of 
the Idaho State Tax Commission, Vaughn noted 
that "all commercial properly (within Minidoka 
County) escaped physical appraisal in ihe last 
five-year cycle. In addition, it appears very poor 


records were kept of physical appraisal progress 
for all five years." 

Vaughn also wrote that uniformity ot 
residential property has become worse" because 
many parcels have not been physically 
inspected for five to 10 years. 

There have been three assessors during the 
past five years: Vaughn, l.auny Hansen and 
Greg Savior. Vaughn has been in office since 
May 1.199], 

County Prosecutor David Haley said be was 
disappointed with Granata’s ruling. 

Haley said the county would file a motion 
with the court seeking to amend it: if that fails, 
the county will appeal the decision. 

Minidoka County commissioners have 
iyl mined for the assessor’s office to be in full 
eon i pi ia nee with Idaho Code regarding property 
appraisals by next spring. Haley said. 

"[ felt like we'd proven at the '(Nov. 4) 
bearing that the county was in substantial 
compliance with the statute and would he in full 
compliance by May 1993." he said. 

■ Finish Line co-owner Buckley said be was 
elated with the ruling. 

"There’s no question that we are pleased with 
the decision," be said. 

The ruling. Buckley added, should have a 
long- range effect on all property appraisals to 
be made by the Minidoka County assessor s 
office. 

"Three commercial buildings have been built 
m the Iasi seven years in Minidoka County.” be 
said. "The county needs to do things to 
stimulate construction of new businesses or 
homes, not penalize them." 


Deputies arrest man for trying to hijack mail truck

Zixjinski. who operated the Cold Duck Bar 
and Lounge on East Main Street, was 
convicted Jan. 9 in U.S. District Court of 
conspiracy to distribute cocaine. 

He was sentenced May I to an eight year 
and one. month mandatory federal prison 
sentence without possibility of parole and 
fined $50,000. 

In his criminal trial, the lounge and oilier 
assets were, found lo have been. used for drug 
dealing aitd were ordered forfeited to the 
government.

"lie’s All I Need." the gospd 
eh' it 's l O-song eompacl disc, was re- 
leased this month by Count Time 
Productions and Grateful Dead drum- . 
mer Mickey Hart, who hauled studio 
equipment to the prison and did most 
of the recording in one day. 

"It has given tnc a different idea of 
wh.u you can do while you are here." 
said Williams. 38. who was convict- 
ed of jobbery. 

Sixteen female siaffcrs’at the noto- 
rious men's prison, many of them 
guards, also lent their voices, giving 
the choir the fullness it lacked with 
ju si men. 

"It is sacred songs from inside San 
Quentin, and that's what makes it so 
real." I Ian said. "A prison is not built 
for beauty or comfort. There’s lots of. 
misery and sorrow there, and this 
music has relieved a lot of tension.” 
Choir members were a little suspi- 
cious when a member of the Grateful 
Dead offered to make the CD. said 
the Rev. Earl Smith, the prison chap- 
'lain, because an earlier recording pro- 
ject had gone sour. 

But he said that over lime, it be- 
came clear that 1 lart "had his spirit in 
line with our spirits." 

Han hooked up with the inmates 
after the Gyuto Taniric Choir, a 
group of Tibetan monks, visited the 
prison last January. The visit was ar- 
ranged by the Rex Foundation, a 
charitable organization started by 
members of the Dead. 

Many of the San Quentin gospel 
singers protested because the monks

weren't Christian. 

“I told Chaplain Smith. Look, we 
gotta draw the line somewhere," said ; 
former choir director Mandcll Mot- 
ley, who has since been paroled and 
transferred to a Roanoke. Vu.. jail to 
face an existing faihirc-to-appear 
charge. 

"When they ended up coming to 
the ohapel, we found out we had 
more in common than differences." 

Hart, who had recorded the chant- 
ing monks, heard about the visit and 
became interested in recording the in- 
mate choir. 

During daily practices in the weeks 
before the May session, Hart and a 
voice coach worked with Motley to 


raise the singers to ji professional lev- 
el. 

Rehearsals were suspended during 
the days that led up to the execution 
of Robert Alton Harris, and the 
recording was made only a few days 
later. 

Tension was high, but the choir 
pulled together, Hart sdid. 

"After this terrible thing came 
down, the whole prison was shaking, 
the electricity was crackling in the 
air. There weren’t a lot of smiles," 
.fHart said. 

"But it was a spiritual experience. 
When you sing about coming home 
and you are inside San Quentin, it is 
for real. You don't dress up in your 
Baste; bonnet for Sunday chapel. It's 
not entertainment. It’s salvation." . 

Motlqy, 27. said lie hopes to even- 
tually work with church choirs in San 
Francisco and return to San Quentin 
- as a visitor — to coach inmate 
•gospel singers. 

■’ll was a God-moved project," 
Motley said of "He’s All I Need" in a 
telephone interview from jail. 
’’You’ve got angry convicts coming 


together. If you can do that you can 
direct nny choir in the world." 

He is not the only San Quentin 
gospel singer who intends to take his 
musical ministry to the outside world. 

Williams, who sings the solo on 
the title track, said he’s lost the desire 
to perform other kinds of music. 

"In clubs, you sing to help people 
sin," Williams said. "You sing so that 
they can get drunk. You sing so that 
they can cheat on their wives. ... 
Now. I've had the opportunity to sing 
songs that .give testimony to help 
people change their direction, to tell 
them that they can find satisfaction 
through Christ." 

Roderick Boddi, 30. another 
soloist, said he first came to prison 
chapel just to sit and listen. But he 
soon noticed the choir was a sanctu- 
ary from prison life where brotherly 
love, not violence, was the guiding 
force. 

”1 saw how the brothers really 
cared for one another, and 1 wanted 
to get that way also, to turn my life 
around." Boddi said. "It's where you 
come to get pcucc of mind."

Church cuts expenses, sells 
assets after closing network 


IK >ST( )N ( AP) The Christian 
Science Church, which drained Its 
treasury lo pay for an aborted ca- 
ble television network, luis cut its 
expenses in half and is trying to 
‘sell off assets ineluding its Boston 
TV station. 

However, church officials say 
in a report to be released to mem- 
bets on Dec. 7 that contributions 
have increased 25 percent since 
•May I. despite an argument over 
the 52 50 million cost of the Mon- 
i'or Channel network. 

‘The argument has been given 
that the members are all upset and 
they're not giving." church 
s Kike sman Mike Bom said Tues- 
day. "That doesn’t seem to be 
holding up.” 

But the belt-tightening has been 
severe. 

The church has laid off more 
than 500 people, including 400 
from the Monitor Channel after it 
shut down June 28. The remain- 


ing workers have suffered 
through a salary freeze anti cost- 
cutting measures that reduced the 
budget from $215.5 million last 
year to a projected $70 million 
this year. 

“They’re living a hand-to- 
mouth existence," said Steve 
Gottschalk, former church histori- 
an and a critic of the leadership. 

Last year’s costs included $68.5 
million to close the cable net- 
work. 

So far. church officials said, 
they have recouped $14.2 million 
from the sale of a satellite 
transponder. The money will help 
repay SI 15 million that was bor- 
rowed from endowment, trust and 
pension funds to cover the cost of 
television operations. 

An auction has been scheduled 
for Dec. 8 in Boston to sell S8 
million worth of equipment left 
over from the cable venture, ac- 
cording to auction documents.

There 
are some religions that raise my eye- 
brows. In fact, there arc some that 
raise my hair. But here in the United 
States, they are' all welcomed — or at. 
least tolerated — and that makes, us.

J And even though we worship in a 


variety of ways, we are not standing 
in the streets trying to murder those 
who differ with our faith.

But not in (he United States, where 
freedom of religion is a law and those 
who violate (hat sacrctWght arc con-, 
sidered bigots.

WEST CHESTER, Pa. (AP) - A Chester County 
school district's strict policy on performing reli- 
gious music drew ire from some students and mu- 
sic directors preparing for winter concerts. 

The West Chester Area School District decided 
in 1984 that religious music could be performed in 
schools, but it must not promote any particular be- 
lief. 

At a school board meeting, students complained 
about the policy. 

“This hasty, unfair and inconsiderate ruling has 
not only angered a targe number of students, but 
has caused two months of practice to mean noth- 
ing,*’ said Todd Englcman, a senior at West 
Chester East High School. 

Englcman, 17, sings in two choirs at his school, 
where five songs including "O Come All Ye Faith- 
full’’ and “Joy to the World" have been eliminated 
from an upcoming program because of- their reli- 
gious content. 

Controversy over the policy was stirred two 
weeks ago when school principals received a 
memo from the district’s central office reminding 
them to keep religious displays out of the schools. 

Along with warnings about Christmas trees and

wreaths, the memo asked principals to review the 
music being prepared for winter concerts to make 
sure it is not religious in nature. The warning jolted 
Henderson High School choir director Bob Stuart. 

"Bach. Handel, Mozart, they wrote music out of 
a Christian tradition," Stuart said Tuesday. 

Stuart, whose student choral groups have been 
performing carols for 30 years, argued with the ad- 
ministration over the concert program. In the end 
four of his planned 25 pieces were eliminated. 

The students will sing “Adeste Fidelis" and An- 
tonio Vivaldi's setting of “Gloria in Excclsis Deo," 


but they won't perform "0 Holy Night." 

At East High School, choir director Ray Hun- 
sicker interpreted the district’s renewed interest on 
the subject of religious music more lilcrally. 

“If anything has any reference to any religious 
reference or inference, it has to be eliminated." he 
said. 

Tltal meant getting rid bf.the opening and clos- 
ing numbers scheduled for the Dec. 1 5 concert. 

Robert Palladino. district superintendent of mu- 
sic, said there is a place for religious music in pub- 
lic schools. But, lie said the schools must guard 
against appearing to promote a particular religion 
by, for example, performing mostly religious songs 
that celebrate Christianity just before Christmas. 

"There is a very, very fine Iijie between culture 
and religion." he said. "For some it's so close it’s a 
oneness." 

Choral students said the district is ignoring the 
artistic merit of the music. 

"If we attempt to edit our art so as not to offend 
any particular section of society, we might as well 
nil cat. the same tasteless pabluiti and listen to the 
same lyricless, lifeless music." said Justin Carroll, 
a senior at Henderson. 


More studies find link between health, faith 


NEW YORK (AP) - The links between 
health and faith keep accumulating. 

Two new studies add to evidence that reli- 
gious belief and practice somehow contribute 
'to physical vigor. 

While past research has found that connec- 
tion in religious groups with special dietary and 
anti-smoking rules, it now has turned up in 
large, mainline denominations without the spe- 
cial disciplines. 

. Religious commitment itself was found (o 
make the bodily difference, That factor also 
seemed to make the most difference iri main- 
line denominations. 

The latest research in this area was conduct- 
ed at Purdue University by medical sociologist 
Kenneth F. Ferraro, with results published re- 
cently in the Journal for the Scientific Study of 
Religion. 

His main conclusion: Those who practice 
their faith regularly arc healthier than those 
who don't. 

In the study, responses were gathered from 
1,473 people nationwide, with the data con- 
trolled to eliminate such health-influencing fac- 
tors as age, income and education. 

1 “After we controlled for those factors, we 
found that religion was having a surprisingly 
strong effect, " he says. "It proved to be nearly 


as significant os age and social class." 

In determining religious levels, respondents 
were asked how often they pray, whether they 
consider themselves strong in faith, how often 
they attend synagogue or church and whether 
they read religious literature. 

Categorized by those factors as cither “prac- 
ticing" religion or “nonpracticing." the sub- 
jects' comparative levels of health were 
gauged. 

It was found that twice more “nonpraeticing" 
than "practicing" subjects reported health prob- 
lems. 

Nine percent, or 133 of those in the nonprac- 
licing category reported poor health, while only 
4 percent, or 59 people in the practicing cate- 
gory reported poor health. 

Also, while 26 percent or 383 of the "never 
attenders" at worship, reported excellent 
health, 36 percent, or 530 of the "weekly atten- 
ders" reported excellent health. 

Ferraro says the main religious factor affect- 
ing health was found to be participation, but he 
says religious affiliation also turned out to be 
significant. 

For example, the findings showed that peo- 
ple affiliated with the more mainline denomi- 
nations such as Episcopalian, Presbyterians. 
Methodists. Lutherans and Roman Catholics 


have the better health. 

In contrast, he says people reporting special 
religious affiliations such as Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses, Mormons and Christian Scientists and 
some Baptists report lower health levels. 

"Whether or not people are actively involved 
in their religion makes the biggest difference in 
health status." tie says. 

"However, the data also told us that the kind 
of religion they participate in makes a differ- 
ence. too." 

He says future studies will explore reasons 
lor (hat difference. 

He notes some groups restrict medical prac- 
tices ~ Jehovah's Witnesses don't allow blood 
transfusions and Christian Scientists slum vari- 
ous medical treatment. 

On the other hand, he notes some conserva- 
tive faiths prohibit smoking and eliminate caf- 
feine from diets with "positive health results." 
This is the case with Mormons and Seventh- 
day Adventists, who also promote vegetarian- 
ism. 

Past studies have shown Mormons and Sev- 
enth-day Adventists have lower rates of cancer, 
heart and circulatory diseases and greater 
longevity than the general population.

Income gains bode well for holidays

WASHINGTON Americans' personal 
income increased solidly in October, the 
government said friday in a report 
economists saw as a good sign for 
Christmas sales. 

Incomes shot up I percent to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of* $5. 1 3 trillion in 
'Yktobor. the Commerce Department said on 
the opening day of the holiday shopping 
season. The rise was the biggest in It) 
months. 

- Hurricanes Andrew and Iniki and other 
forces have buffeted income up and down 
recently, hut the underlying pattern sljovvs 
solid, if unspectacular, increases, 
economists said. 

“The economic news has taken on a. 
heller tone. There’s no question about that. 
There was a little bit of backsliding during 
(he summer but that has given way to a 
better climate.” said economist Robert G. 
Dcdcrick of Northern Trust Co. in Chicago. 

Incomes had risen 0.5 percent in 
September. 

Excluding the hurricanes and other one- 
time events, incomes rose 0.4 percent in 
October tiller a gain of 0.3 percent in 
September. 

Consumer spending, meanwhile, was up 
0.7 percent to a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of S4.lft trillion in October after a 0.9 ' 
percent gain the month before. 

Analysts said consumers appear more 
willing to spend now that the uncertainty of 
the presidential election is over and the job 
market appears to have stabilized. That 
should carry over into spending for several 
months, they said. 

"There's every reason to expect we will 
have a decent Christmas.” said economist 
Allen Sinai of the Huston Co. “h Won’t he 
like old times, old times being the 1980s.

Wang Dczhun worries (hat his 
guarantee of a lifetime job in a slate- 
run elec Ironies factory may expire 
before be does. 

; "Ml jobs .used to be guaranteed 
forever, "'said Wang, a plump man of 
40, "But because nothing is safe 
anymore. I need to look for new 
opportunities, just in case.” 

This job-hunting mentality is the 
latest byproduct of China's transition 
from a rigidly planned economy to 
one adapted to the marked 
After two generations in which the 
government chose their careers and 
assigned their jobs, the Chinese are 
realizing they can, and may have to. 
look for work on their own. 

Under the old "iron rice bowl" 
system, many were given lifetime 
jobs that did not depend on 
per forth ance. That ensured full 
employment, but also meant people 
had no incentive to do their jobs well. 

Now. China is telling state-owned 
businesses they can no longer count 
on government bailouts and will have 
to survive on their own. even if that 

...means-laying off- - surplus- or 

incompetent workers. 

So far. relatively few people have 
been laid off — about I million in an 
urban work force of 140 million — 
and new jobs have been found for 90 
percent. Economists say slate 
companies need to dismiss millions 
more, however, and the government 
will he hard put to find new work for 
all of them. 

" Being tired, picking jobs, having

choices, jumping into the labor 
market: These are all new concepts 
that people must accept," sauk'WaRg 
Zhichcng. a section chielat the 
Beijing Labor Bureau. "It's time to 
breuk the iron rice bowl.". — 

Some local officials arc 
experimenting with unemployment 
insurance plans. Many cities have 
organized labor markets or job fairs 
so job-seekers can cheek the work 
available and talk with company 
representatives. 

In Beijing, the number of people 
visiting the 52 labor markets 
increased from 30,000 in 1987 to 
1 50.000 last year. Those finding jobs 


through the markets rose from 4,000 
in 19X7 to 80.000 in 1991. Wang 
said. 

Citing-Boon Lee. a senior World 
Hank economist in Beijing, said the 
statist iiM -indicate "people are really 
worried about the lack of a safety net!’ 
and arc unsure vvhiriltu do. 

At Beijing's lamest labor market, 
in Yuetan Park, people mill around 
crude billboards that advertise 
government or private jobs in 
construction, manufacturing and 
service occupations. 

With furrowed brows and folded 
arms, applicants inquire about pay. 
insurance and benefits, casting wary 


glances at each other. Recruiters 
behind wooden tables urge job- 
seekers to pay 80 yuan (S 14.80) to 
register, fill out an application form 
and leave an address and telephone 
number. 

After much hesitation. Dang 
Wenbc, a 30-year-old driver for the 
Beijing Railway Bureau, applied for' 
an opening as a taxi-driver. 

"I’m not sure how all this works.” 
he said, "but I'd like to change my 
job and make more money to support 
my family. Driving a cab will be 
more work, but it'll be worth it." 

Dang was told to wait for word 
from the taxi company. 

Liu Gang, 24, who sells postage 
stamps to speculators, said many 
people also look for-hclp-wantcd 
signs outside factories and check the 
dozens of illegal street-comer labor 
markets for temporary work. 

lie said he wanted “an easy 
bowling alley or service jobfin the 
evening to make extra money and 
meet more girls.” 

The altitude toward work has 
become more competitive and 
practical, he suid: “Before, people fell - 
it was their duly to help friends. Now, 
it's more like a business deal. You 
owe someone a favor or money if 
(hey help you get a job or get what 
you want." . . 

Song Yuclc. 35. left her hotel job to 
have a baby, and was told when she 
tried to return that the hotel was . 
cutting its stall “It's lough," she said, 
"but this is probably good for our 
country in the long run." 


China, Russia do business as hostilities fade - 


Mill I L, China (AIM - Hundreds 
of Russians descend on this border 
town every day. but it is not the Soviet 
invasion residents feared for more 
than 20 years. The foreigners come 
lor trade and profit. 

At dusk, two blocks of one of 
I Icihe's few paved streets become a 
Russian bazaar. Stalls arc filled with 
stuff that might have come from a 
grandmother’s attic: mismatched' 
crystal, tarnished silverware, old- 
fashioned jewelry and watches, 
souvenir pins, military medallions. 

Puppies, animal pelts, fur-trimmed 
wool coats and baby carriages also at$, 
for sale. 

The goods conic with Russians on 
one-day tours, or from Chinese who 
have crossed the border in the 
opposite direction. Each day. by 
agreement. 321) people from each side 
are allowed across the frontier. 

Registered Russian traders go to the 
special marketplace in llcihe. 
Ordinary Russian tourists do a brisk 
business with Chinese who surround 
their buses, offering sweaters, dresses, 
childrens' wear and fruit through the 
windows.

precious stone was swapped for two 
Chinese leather jackets. A Russian 
woman held up two small metal pails, 
indicating she wanted rubber sandals 
in exchange, but could not make a

When the trading ended, the 
visitors’ bags were stuffed with 
Chinese warmup suits, children's 
shoes, women's clothing and cloth 
flowers. 


In the 1950s, when China and the 
Soviet Union were brothers in 
Marxism. Moscow’s greater military 
might and belter technology made it 
the "big brother.” The Soviets helped 
build most of China’s heavy industry 
and provided the models lor Chinese 
weapons, aircraft and motor vehicles. 

Relations soured in I960 and 
border towns like llcihe. separated 
from Russia by the Amur River. 
sulVcred most. 

In 1969, Chinese and Soviet troops 
traded lire in border skirmishes, llcihe 
was put on military alert anil residents 
abandoned the town. 

Now. ideological disputes -have 
been put aside in favor of doing 
business. Government contacts were 
normalized in 1989 and have 
developed rapidly. 

llcihe is in Heilongjiang. China's 
northeasternmost province, which 
shares an 1 .885-mile frontier with 
Russia. Cross-border trade totaled 
nearly $8(10.000 last year and is 
growing about 30 percent annually, 
oflicials said in interviews. 

All Chinese trade with all the 
former Soviet republics totaled S3 .9 
billion in 1991. 


Vice Premier Tinn Jiyun and 
Defense Minister Qin Jiwci of China 
visited Moscow in August to promote , 
a broad program of cooperation. 
China already has bought Russian 
warplanes and the two officials are 
believed to have discussed buying 
other typesof weapons. 

"Ideologically, of course, we have 
our differences .” said Wang Yaochen. 
director of the Foreign Affairs Office 
of I Icilongjiang province. 

He spoke disapprovingly of 
Russia's multiparty system and moves 
toward capitalism, but said. "How you 
change ideologically is your own 
affair. We're not going to interfere." 

The first cross-border deni was , 
struck in 1987 at llcihe, a town of 
50.000. llcihe shipped 208 tons of 
watermelon across the Amur River to 
Blagoveshchensk, which sent back 
360 tons of chemical fertilizer. 

Today, Hcihc is China's busiest 
port for trade with Russia, which is 
conducted solely by barter because 
neither side wants to spend precious 
hard currency. Generally, the 
Russians trade raw materials and 
heavy industrial products for Chinese 
foodstuffs and consumer goods.

West's use of the Unusual No- 
Trump Convention painted an accu- 
rate picture of his holding for East. 
However. South also got the picture. 

West bid two no-trump (Unusual) 
to show at least 5-5 in the minor 
suits, inviting East to contest the 
auction in his better minor. East 
had no desire to compete, and South 
played at four spades, a routine con- 
tract, at a recent tournament. 

Dummy's dub king won the first 
trick and trumps were attacked im- 
mediately. Those who made the rou- 
tine play of,, acc and another had 
quick regrets. East took two spades 
and West took two diamonds, send- 
ing the game one down. 

If West had not bid, ace and an- 
other spade would be a reasonable 
play. It wins whenever spades arc 2- 
2 or when East has a singleton hon- 
or. Given West’s announced distri- 
butional picture, one South found a 
dramatic solution. He called for 
dummy's trump jack at trick two, 
and East made the mistake of cov- 
ering. South played his ace to grab 
the queen and king, earning himself 
a top score. 

Earning? Why was it earned 
when East was the one who mistak- 
enly covered? Because leading the 
jack was the correct play. With 
spade shortness announced by West, 
the lead of the jack pays off when- 
ever West has any singleton honor, 
including the 10. If West has the 10. 
South loses only one spade trick, if 
West wins a singleton higher honor, 
South wins the next trick, cashes the 
trump acc and discards a diamond 
on dummy's long heart.
